(1) The CB/CI investigation of CADRCWN continued during the period to 

detezmine, if possible, (a) which portions of the CADROWN GER assets may 
be retained and which should be terminated, and (b) ^diy.the recent CADROHN 
arrests took place. To insure the orderly handling of ~]during 

the CE/CI investigation, a new case officer assumed direct control of 

him for all matters bearing on the investigation* His previous case 
officers remain in contact with him for routine CAEROWI matters* The 
files built up by CADRCWN are now in a safe house for exploitation by 
the CAERCMN staff and the investigating team* 

(2) JB-61, the W/T instructor, was flown out of Berlin to West Germany 
after two attempts, by persons apparently SSD agents, to gain access to 
his apartment* 

(3) Former Spitzen V man 301 was interviewed in West Germany by a U*S. 
case officer accompanied by a CABRCWN staff member* He agreed to cease 
writing letters to the East Zone warning people against CADROWN. These 
letters were motivated by the poor handling V-301 received by CADROWN 
when he was exfiltrate d from the East Zone. 

(h) Attempts are still b eing made to interview Annemarie JUGEL, the SSD 
agent supposedly responsible for mary of the recent arrests. Prior to 
her being sent to a youth camp in Wespertimke in Lower Saxony, she had 
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been seen in a refugee center in West Berlin* 

(5) The establishment of a parallel line of CADROWN assets in the QHl, 
completely separate from and unknovm to the present GDR assets an^ 
contact staff, was beg\in during this reporting period* To conceal the 
existence of this new contact section from the old contact section, 
one man will to the contacting. His cover function for the rest of the 
CADROWN staff will be that of a bookkeeper and aid to Q 'Jdio 

%iith two of his principle assistants willibe the only persons with 
any knowledge of this section* These new groups will be strictly held 
to a maximum of four persons, all of whom have developed a strong security 
consciousness, and will incorporate strict compartmentation with no 
connection between group leaders* 
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
